A New Memorial Church—$25,000 Needed. 

A new Church plant in‘a more central location 
has been for a long time, and is still, the crying 
need of this Parish. First: Because the trend of 
this part of the city has been westward for some 
years. Columbia Avenue and Twentieth Street is 
no longer the center of our congregation. Many 
of them live even beyond the railroad, some four- 
teen or fifteen squares away, whose children are 
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attending sectarian Sunday schools in their near 
neighborhood. Second: The present location, back 
of stores and unsightly buildings, will never attract 
or hold a congregation. We who love the church 
can always find its open doors, but it is not so with 
the newcomer, whose former church may have been 
a well-located, attractive building, so that his fail- 
ure to connect becomes a great loss, not only to the 
Parish, but to the Church at large. 

‘The erection of a new plant of Church and Par- 
ish House, a few squares west of our present loca- 
tion, becomes an imperative need; and just now 
there is a promising outlook to dispose of our pres- 
ent buildings and grounds (saving our memorials 
and such furnishings as are desirable), pay off our 
mortgage debts and have a balance on hand of 
about $15,000 toward our new Church and Parish 
House. The cost of a modest set of buildings and 
ground is estimated at $40,000. ‘This would leave 
$25,000 to be raised from the Diocese—which is no 
more than that recently expended by the Convoca- 
tion for its negro congregation, and far less than 
what is now being expended for the St. Bartholo- 
mew’s plant, in a much inferior neighborhood, be- 
sides its heavy dependence for salaries and other 
pecuniary aid. 

This up-to-date plant would mean a self-sup- 
porting work from the start, free from all convoca- 
tional aid, well located in the midst of 50,000 people 
-who are not now properly shepherded by the 
Church. / 

Few congregations in this city worship in fab- 
rics erected by themselves. Either the churches 
have been inherited, even with large endowments, 
from former generations, or built by the generous 
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gifts of wealthy laymen as memorials or otherwise. 

Now is it too much to ask that this Parish, 
which has struggled so long without help from out- 
side for its ground rent and building fund, should 
be assisted by this wealthy Diocese, through its 
liberally minded laity, to the amount of $25,000, 
toward this new plant? Could not such gifts take 
the form of a memorial or memorials to some 
worthy name or names? ‘There are at least two 
bishops, if not three (White, Potter and McVickar), 
whose memory might be kept fresh by such endur- 
ing tokens of material usefulness; not to mention 
many others of the clergy and laity. The Rector 
already has an attractive practical plan of such a 
church and parish house, which he would be pleased 
to submit to persons interested in the erection of a 
memorial. 

Who of God’s people will come forward and 
uphold his hand that he may “arise and build” this 
much-needed plant to the glory of God and the 
good of his fellow-men? The Rector earnestly 
solicits your hearty co-operation and financial sup- 
port.

HISTORICAL SKETCH. 

The matter of preparing a historical sketch for 
our Church Directory is far from being an easy 
task, owing to the fact that the records at hand 
from which one must draw his information are both 
scanty and incomplete. 

The Church of the Beloved Disciple, Columbia 
Avenue, was started almost like a mushroom, and, 
owing to this prodigious and abnormal beginning, 
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has struggled ever since. Under the direction of 
the late Bishop’ Stevens, the Rev. Drs. Alfred 
Louderback and J. Pleasanton DuHamel made a 
tour of inspection of northwest Philadelphia early 
in October, 1873. As the result of their work a 
mission was opened in a hall at the corner of Nine- 
teenth and Oxford Streets, Sunday, October 8, at 
10.30 A. M., by the Rev. Dr. Louderback as min- 
ister-in-charge. 

March 2, 1874, the Parish was incorporated 
under the title of “Rector, Churchwardens and Ves- 
trymen of the Church of the Beloved Disciple of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church.” 

On the afternoon of June 30 Bishop Stevens 
laid the cornerstone of the new church, a modest 
structure of brick, 40 by 80 feet, on the north side 
of Nicholas Street, on a plot of fourteen lots, run- 
ning through to Columbia Avenue, and leaving a 
large, beautiful lawn in front of the edifice. Dr. 
Louderback resigned the day the cornerstone was 
laid, but the work on the building went on till Sep- 
tember 30, when Bishop Stevens opened the new 
church for service. So that in less than one year, 
with little money and few members, a parish sud- 
denly sprung up, was incorporated and equipped 
with buildings, and with an incumbrance, too, that 
has hindered if not ruined the work from the start. 

On October 4 of the same year (1874), the Rev. 
S. Ralph Asbury assumed the rectorship, but being 
unable to cope with the financial embarrassments, 
resigned the following Easter, March 28, 1875. 
There were then one installment mortgage of $20,- 


500 on the church lots, requiring the payment of' 


$3000 annually on the principal sum, besides $1230 
interest and a balance of $3000 due on the erection 
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of the church buildings, which, with interest and 
contingent expenses of the Parish, placed the im- 
possible task of raising not less than $6000 annual- 
ly to keep the work going. 

How the Bishop and the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese ever consented to be hoodwinked 
into such a preposterous proposition truly, like the 
“Peace of God,” “passeth all understanding!” But 
it was done by a slick promoter, who soon with- 
drew from the work which he had hopelessly sunk 
into debts. 

The next Rector was the Rev. J. Pleasonton 
DuHamel, already referred to, and a man who 
afterward attained a high rank in the Church. He 
was a quiet but level-headed clergyman, who knew 
how to endure hardness, and who at the end of 
eight years could report the incumbrance of $23,500 
reduced to $11,500, with $1000 additional pledged 
conditionally on $6000 being raised to clear off a 
mortgage of $7000. It was just then, two years 
before the termination of his rectorship, that a ` 
spirit of antagonism arose against the Rector who 
had already done so much for the Parish and who 
could have cleared it from its debts. But in an 
evil hour his resignation was demanded, which 
caused his removal both from the Parish and Dio- 
cese. 

It was three months later, March 1, 1885, that 
the Rev. H. T. Widdemer succeeded to the rector- 
ship, which proved brilliant but short. As a preach- 
er of the sensational type, the new Rector filled the 
church to overflowing, and the next year an exten- 
sion to increase the capacity was ordered made. 
But the new of the sensational element soon wore 
off, and the Rector being a divorcee, charges were 
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laid against him for causes which were known and 
accepted by the Vestry before his acceptance of 
the rectorship. He was finally deposed from the 
Sacred Ministry of the Church and soon died of a 
broken heart. ‘The case ended also in disaster to 
the Parish. 

The Rev. Samuel H. Boyer was next called to 
the rectorship of the Parish, but only remained 
some fifteen months in office. His gentle, sweet 
disposition was not well suited to the boisterous 
character of the congregation now rent with dis- 
sension, and upon his resignation, February 1, 1890, 
he founded the Church of the Holy Spirit, Philadel- 
phia, where, for twenty years, he served acceptably 
and now holds the well-earned and enviable title 
of Rector Emeritus. 

The Rev. George R. Savage was next to as- 
sume the rectorship, March 1, 1890, which he held 
for a term of nearly fifteen years, resigning August 
1, 1904. During his rectorship a very ornate serv- 
ice was introduced and sustained. ‘The church be- 
came known for its fine music, and large congrega- 
tions, as in the time of Mr. Widdemer, again 
crowded the church. But these did not raise the 
money to pay the debts. Far from it. The mort- 
gages of $23,500, which by Dr. DuHamel had been 
reduced to $10,500, were increased from time to 
time until they reached $15,000 to meet current ex- 
penses and salaries, besides a bonded debt of nearly 
$7000 more due on salary when the Rev. Mr. Sav- 
age left. But while the debts were increasing, the 
Rector secured many handsome memorials for the 
church, including: 

1. A handsome mounted Font Cover, given 
by Sunday School Class No. 19, Christmas of 1892. 
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2. A solid silver Chalice and Paten, by the 
Parish, Christmas, 1892. 

3. A large brass Eagle Lectern, beautifully 
chased, Easter Day, 1897, in loving memory of 
Narrissa Davis Albright, by her sister. 

4. A brass font Ewer, given by the Sunday 
School, Christmas Day, 1899, in memory of Mary 
Elva Marshall. 

5. An elegant brass Pulpit of elaborate de- 
sign, Easter Day, 1901, in memory of Emma, 
Cecilia and Harry Clay Boyles. 

6. Large Altar Cross and Crucifix, Trinity, 
1901, in memory of George Reed Savage. 

y. A handsome Litany Desk of brass and ma- 
hogany, Trinity, 1901, in memory of Anna Mary 
Dunton. 

8. A beautiful Credence of brass and caen 
stone, Trinity, 1903, in memory of Anna Maria 
Davis. 

Besides these, there was,also given a handsome 
brass Altar Rail, an Altar Service Book Desk and a 
Processional Cross and a very large fireproof safe, 
all valued at about $10,000. 

The Parish being now unable to bear thein- 
creased burden any longer alone, for the first time 
in its history applied to the Bishop for Convoca- 
tional aid and the appointment of the minister in 
charge. 

The Rev. R. Bakewell Green, Cantab, B. A., 
was appointed November 21, 1904, and continued 
his services until January 23, 1909. During that 
time the sum total granted by the Convocation was 
$2500, or .054 of the total amount appropriated by 
the Convocation to weak parishes and missions in 
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twenty-one years. The $15,000 mortgage was re- 
duced to $13,100, $10,000 being taken by the Trus- 
tees of the Roman Catholic High School at 5 per 
cent., and $3100, an installment mortgage, by 
George H. McNeely, Esq., at 51% per cent. The 
Rev. Mr. Green also raised’ $1500, mostly from out- 
side the Parish, and with that in cash and the kind- 
ly services of Mr. Augustus F. Daix, Jr., a member 
of the Parish and a personal friend of the parties 
who held the securities, the $7000 bonded debt was 
canceled March 23, 1909. Many important im- 
provements were made during this incumbency to 
the church fabric, including two handsome me- 
morial brass Altar Lights in memory of Messrs. 
George W. and J. H. Campbell, 1906 and 1908. 


On March 21, 1909, the Vestry withdrew from 
the Convocation, and on the 27th of the same month 
issued a call to the Rev. J. B. Blanchet, D. D., of 
New York, to become their Rector. 


Dr. Blanchet’s services as Rector began April 
15, 1909, and during the last twenty months a new 
carpet has been bought for the church, the Parish 
House has been fitted with a kitchen and stage, all 
interests have been met on the mortgages, and 
twelve installments ($600) have been paid on the 
principal sum of the second mortgage, reducing 
the debt to $12,400. 

The Parish would be well equipped and could 
do a grand work if it were not for the balance of 
that ground debt ($12,400), which is impeding the 
work and oftentime discouraging its devoted band 
of faithful workers. When we think of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars recently contributed 
by the Diocese and individual donors for the pay- 
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ing of church debts and the erection of whole plants 
with hardly a penny’s cost to the people who are 
to occupy them, even in less promising fields, we 
cannot but feel that this Parish has not received 
its equal share of good things. Even if some one 
would lift the second mortgage now reduced to 
$2400, it would be a great help. Surely, this 
wealthy diocese could even do more for its home 
work. During the last three years it has sent 
$510,000 to Foreign Missions alone, exceeding by 
several thousands its apportionment. Might not 
some of this extra money be expended justly, too, 
in relieving this struggling Parish from this old 
ground debt approved by Bishop Stevens? God 
grant some consecrated, cheerful givers may come 
forward and help us in time of need.
